By JAMES A. MILLS 
jehol City (A3)—Jap an rap id ly 
is tu rning attention to commer­ 
cial d ev elop ment of this newly - 
conq u ered - p rov ince for the ben­ 
efit of her own p eop le and of the 
state of Manchu ku o. 
Heretofore Jehol was regard ed 
as a p art of Mongolia, and there 
was scarcely a single Jap anese 
within the 65 ,000 sq u are miles 
that constitu te the p rov ince. 
Now, howev er, Jap anese mer­ 
chants and 
concession-seekers 
are p ou ring into this cap ital and 
other large cities. 
The first Jap anese institu tion 
to make its ap p earance here was 
an “American Bar,” ru n by a 
former Jap anese sailor. It is lib­ 
erally 
p atronized by sold iers. 
Geisha girls, who inv ariably fol­ 
low the army , also are filtering 
into Jehol. 
The Jap anese army au thorities 
in coop eration with Manchu ku o 
officials, are setting u p new civ il 
ad ministrations in the cities, 
towns and v illages. The former 
Chinese local officials, who bed 
before the Jap anese 
inv asion, 
are being u rged to retu rn on 
p romise that they will be re­ 
stored to their old p ositions. 
Ex cep t for occasional raid s by 
band its 
and 
local 
shootings, 
comp lete p eace and ord er reign 
in Jehol. With the coming of the 
warm weather, howev er, it is ex ­ 
p ected the thou sand s of former 
Chinese sold iers and brigand s 
who scattered into the hills, will 
emerge from their hid ing p laces. 
These d isband ed sold iers con­ 
stitu te a menace not only to the 
Jap anese and Manchu ku o ar­ 
mies, bu t also to the nativ es, who 
may be forced to hou se and feed 
them and su p p ly them with 
money . 
To cop e with this d anger the 
Jap anese are p lacing small Jap a­ 
nese and Manchu ku o garrisons 
at strategic p oints. 
The situ ation along the west­ 
ern bord er fronting the Chahar 
area remains d istu rbed . Tens of 
thou sand s of 
Chinese 
troop s, 
fearing the Jap anese intend to 
d riv e for Kalgan, in Inner Mon­ 
golia, are stationed along this 
frontier. Sev eral clashes hav e 
occu rred .
